The Democratic State convention 
held at Lexington Wednesday came 
off as scheduled, the piogiamme of 
the Stanley-James combination be- 
ing followed out to the letter, and 
it Is belie\ed that there were no 
new factional quarrels started over 
the proceedings. Of course the 
Beckham-Haly crowd did not ap- 
prove of the action of the conven- 
tion in any way and would have pre- 
ferred a fight on the programme 
of the State leaders. It Is rumored | 
that Percy worked overtime the last j 
month in seeking to stir up strife i 
at the convention and had hoped! 
that (lie (lissatislnrtion engendered | 
by the passage of the Ilufchrraft bill | 
would serve in the progress of his 
plans. But w-ithout political pie at 
his disposal Haly is not a very 
formidable politician and only 
serves to prove the eontentlon oft 
made in these colnmns that Beck- 
ham's aide was a much overrated 
politician. In both the afternoon 
and evening proceedings there was 
but a fevsr rails in that large as- 
semblage of DeiiKicrats for a speech 
from the junioi Senator, and in ttie 
lobby of the Phoenix Hotel between 
the sessions of the convention Beck- 
ham stood almost unnoticed, and as 
a fitting climax Haly and Beckham 
left the hotel to ride to the con- 
vention in a homely "fUwer," en- 
tering the hall without a single one 
of their former bodyguards to ac- 
company them or herald their en- 
try. Two prominent friends of the 
Haly-Beckhani rombination con- 
spicuous at the convention were Dan 
O'Sullivan and Tommy Drewry, 

There was very little Interest In 
the proceedings of the convention, 
due to the (act that everyone pres- 
■m^ kamw. tut who iras golnf to be 
nominated, and ths only real en- 
thusiasm in the sonTsntloii was dur- 
ing the speeeh of Qvr. Stanley, 
which was a masterly address and 
well calculated to stir hU hearJ^rs. 
It can not be denied but that Gov. 
Stanley created a good Impression 
prior to and during the convention, 
his course of action being consid- 
ered fair in every way, and credit 
mast be given him for eontinued 
support of the eandldacy of Cton. 
Haldeman for National Committee- 
man, Although he must have real- 
ized early in the action that It was 
an unpopular selection, but was 
duty bound through his promise of 
last year to carry out that pledge. 
Haldeman was seated a's a delegate 
In the Fifth Congressional section 
of the convention hall, and his first 
appearance In the convention was 
wnen placed Oscar Test In nom- 
ination as 8ergeant-at-Arms. Not a 
solitary delegi^ applauded any of 
his utterances and in that delegate 
body of nearly BOO men from Lonls- 
ville, his home town, he appeared 
to be a stranger. This was very 
evident to the State leaders and 
they realized that their selection as 
National Committeeman will evoke 
no enthoslasm from Kentucky or 
even LoQlsrllle Democracy. 

As expected, President Wilson 
was given an endorsement by the 
convention, but the delegates pres- 
ent realized that It would take more 
than words to carr>' this State for 
the Democratic nominee this fall, 
■ and even with a united party it 
will take some sterling work to 
save some of the Congressional 
nominees. There Is not a single 
Democratic Kentucky Congressional 
candidate who doesn't wish that 
tills wasn't a Presidential year, as 
each and every one is stronger than 
the President in his district. These 
men and their friends are hoping 
that Roosevelt Is given the nondna- 
tlon by the Republican party, as 
they believe that he can be defeated 
by Wilson, but as for some other 
of the present Republican aspirants, 
they are In a doubtful mood as to 
success. Wilson's leniency in deal- 
ing with England on the opening 
of the mails question and his policy 
in Mexico has driven many Demo- 
crats into lukewarm support. 

The Louisville delegation, led by 
Mayor Buschemeyer, Col. James P. 
Whallen and Frank McGrath, made 
a splendid showing, while other 
Democrats from Louisville now 
prominent In State politics were 
conspicuous in the conventton, 
among them being Mack Pythian, 
Logan Rock and Charles Wright, 
and It is said with good authority 
that the first named will be chosen 
as Warden of the Frankfort Peni- 
tentiary before July 1, as there Is 
a movement on foot to remove 
Warden Wells. Mack Is especially 
popular with Louisville Democracy 
and he was the recipient of many 
congratulations. 

Speaking of LooisvUle, the Fifth 
district convention in the Phoenix 
Hotel was featured by an amusing 
incident. On his selection as Chair- 
man Frank McGrath stated that he 
prepared a lengthy speech, but as 
there might be lengthy business to 
transact he would postpone his ad- 
dress. County Attorney Scott 
Bullitt evidently doubted the Chair- 
man's statement, and as soon as he 
was given a chance moved in a 
flowery oratorical effort that it be

The news of the week from Ire- 
land all romes through London, and 
that which would Interest Irishmen 
In America has been earelully elim- 
inated. In Lf)ii(I<)n r)fflclal Informa- 
tion was obtained Monday of the 
reports that a sentence of ten years 
in prison taas been given in the case 
of Jeremiah C. Lynch, an American 
citizen, charged with having particl 
pated In the Irish rebellion. The 
American embassy received this In- 
formation from the military authori- 
ties. .\mbassador Page alao' re- 
ported that .Tobn J. Kllgallon, of 
Long Island City, N. Y., whose 
fatlii 1- asUed the State Department 
to intervene In his behalf. Is In- 
terned in a camp at Stafford, Eng- 
land. Mr. Page said he hoped soon 
to secure Kilgallon's release. 

According to the London Evening 
Standard, influences are working 
for a settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion by granting home rule at the 
earliest possible moment, with clean- 
cut exclusion of Ulster from the 
operations of home rule. In the In- 
tei;im, the newspaper says, the 
I'leniier may propose a temporary 
Government of Ireland by an ad- 
visory board consisting of Irishmen 
belonging to both parties. 

Premier Asquith in the Honse of 
Commons Wednesday announced 
that the office of Viceroy of Ireland 
has been abolished, according to the 
Daily F^xpress. Lord Wimborne, 
wliose resignation as Lord Lieuten- 
ant has not yet been accepted, will 
be offered another post. 

The Dally News says that the 
scheme for the solution of the Irish 
problem which has received the 
largest support In the Oabinet Is 
for an agreement betwton Irish 
leaders accepting the principle of 
separate Parliaments for Twister and 
the rest of Ireland after the war. 

John McNeill, President of the 
Sinn Fein Volunteers, has been 
found guilty by a court-martial of 
complicity In the Irish rebellion. 
His sentence will be promulgated 
within a day or two. As bearing 
on his attitude toward the uprising 
John Dillon in the notable speech 
be delivered In the Honse of Com- 
mons May .19 declared that but for 
the action of McNeill, "who broke 
the back of the rebellion, the mili- 
tary would have been fighting still." 
John McNeill, besides being Presi- 
dent of the Sinn Fein Volunteers, 
was professor of law In the National 
University and was the organizer 
and Vice President of tl>e Gaelic 

Thnrsday the grand Jury returned 
two tme bills against Sir Roger 

Casement, leader of the Sinn Fein 
revolt, and Daniel J. Bailey, the 
former British soldier, who Is held 
as his accomplice. , His trial wa| 
set for June id.

Istratlon of these laws and institu- 
tions. Unconsciously no doubt they 
aided or retarded these ideas, but 
consciously they did but very little. 

Indiana, It Is well known, has 
but a small Catholic population. 
What Is to be said In regard to the 
apparent apathy of Catholics lo^ 
these matters there can be repeated 
with greater emphasis In many 
other States. There are Catholics, 
too, few in number, who have done 
excellent work In Indiana. Father 
Francis H. Oavisk. tliis year's I'lc'si- 
ident of the National Conference of 
Charities and Coirectlons and mem- 
ber of the Board of State Charities, 
is a conspicuous example. Such 
examples should be greatly In- 
creased. Our Catholic people should 
take a more vital, active IntereA in 
the Institutions of their State. When 
in tlie legislative bodies they should 
be found promoting desirable and 
needed measures while ever guided 
by ethical consldeiations in their 
conduct and their view. They should 
seek to serve on local boards of 
visitation to see that the public in- 
stitutions are carried on In the 
proper manner.

(luire. In tins way will they defeat 
the Inauguration of incorrect meth- 
ods and me.Tsuies on the part of 
the Commonwealth.

Lord Northcllffe, multimillionaire 
and owner of the London Times, 
n an Interview stated that he 
controlled the policies of seventeen 
of the great dally newspapers of 
this nation. A large number ot 
the remainder of the press of this 
country have no doubt felt the in- 
Bidiotts yellow weapon of EIngland 
and yielded to Its psarsnaslve force. 
But there are yet those of the 
press of this land who are true to 
American InstitutionB and patriot- 
ically are too strongly entrenched 
to yield to the attack of British 
gold against their honor. The fol- 
lowing comparison IS a fine example 
of a clear-cut, unmlncing summing- 
up of the eventualities on this side 
of the water to date: 

The crimes committed against 
the United States by British agents 
under the direction of the British 
Government are far more serious 
ihan the sporadic lawlessness of a 
few ill-advised, hare-brained Ger- 
mans. We have seen the English 
•^et fire to American houses for the 
purpose of abstracting valuable 
i>apers In the resulting confusion. 

reat Britain has pilfered the malls 
.)f American citizens; not even the 
malls nor the telegraph are safe 
from the prying of Knglish hire- 
lings. They have spread corruption 
and bribery In order to further 
their unlawful ends. They have 
landered our guests. They have 
debauched our laws. They compel 
American cltlsens to violate the 
Sherman - act; they bUflkmail 
American bankers; tiiey syiteBk- 
atleally strangle our conuneree; 
they recruit their armies In the 
fntted States In brazen defiance of 
our statutes; they purchase Ameri- 
can citizens to sail upon British 
vessels; they haul down the Amerl- 
an flag on the high seas; they 
seize non-combatants sailing under 
he protection of the Star Spangled 
Planner. As a fitting climax of 
their Infloen^ they sedulously 
sow the sled of treason in the 
hearts of Amnrican Tories. 

In view of such crimes, per- 
sistently and systematically pur- 
ued. we blush to say, with the 
connivance of our Government, 
German "plots" sink into Insignifi- 
cance. In fact. It speaks for the 
law-abiding character of the Ger- 
mans that these violations of Ameri- 
can laws are so few. These men 
must listen to the constant abuse 
of their country. Their eyes help- 
lessly behold cargoes of poisoned 
shrapnel shipped across the sea. 
They see Aineriean officials closing 
both eyes to Mgllsh, lawlbssness 
on American soil. They witness 
open acts of war against the Cen- 
tral powers .on the part of the 
adminlstratipn. The administration 
!F in the position of a woman who. 
having hopelesslly compromised 
herself, makes nevertheless pre- 
tensions to virtue. Having vio- 
lated our own neutrality, how can 
we blame these men If they vio- 
late onr neutrality also? We must 
empbatiaallyl disapprove of sueb 
ftctlvltles, but we can not refuse to 
grant mitigating circumstances to 
the little handful of German of- 
fenders whose indignation outruns 
their discretion while habitual 
Rritlsh offenders, who have no such 
excuse, are welcomed tf) onr 
bosoms

The sudden death of Patrick F. 
McCarthy^ which occurred at hds 
home, 1872 South Folyd street, 
Friday morning of last week, came 
as a great shock to his many 
friends and acquaintances. Al- 
though slightly ailing for some time 
past his condition was not consid- 
ered serious until he was stricken 
Tuesday evening^ at the Western 
Cnion office, wliere he had been 
Night Chief for many years. Mr. 
McCarthy was born In County 
Kerry, Ireland, fifty-nine years 
ago, coming to this country with 
his parents when, seven years old. 
For over thirty years he bad been 
a resident of Louisville, a loyal 
Catholic, a true friend and devoted 
husband, loved and respected by 
all who knew him. The esteem In 
which he was held was most cer- 
tainly manifested by the large num- 
ber who called to tender sympathy 
to the bereaved wife and family 
aud pray for the repose of his soul. 
He was a member of the Knights 
of C^oulmbus, and in him Louisville 
Council has losti one of its most 
loyal and ardent workers. By the 
death of Patrick McCarthy the 
Kentucky Irish American suffer 
the loss of a true friend, a friend 
who never grew weary of the work 
of commending the paper to the 
Catholics of his acquaintance. Sur- 
viving hini are his wife, Mrs. Mary 
Devitt ^^(■Ca^lhy: a son, Eugene A. 
M<('arthy. of lyoiilsville, and a 
daughter. Mrs. Dennis J. Ryan, of 
Terre Ha\ite: and also a brother, 
Daniel McCarthy, of this city, and 
two sisters residing In Ohio. The 
funeral was held Monday morning 
with solemn requiem high mass at 
St. Philip Neri's church. whMi Rev. 
Father Ackermann delivered a 
feeling discourse and paid high 
tribute to the life and worth of 
his friend and parishioner.

Corrections In IndianapolUU^M|k- 
l«t on |bs study of »nl>l(a||Hi| 
nhit curtucttunr' ■ w M —wKmHtmi 
among the delegates. It was writ- 
ten by Amos W. Butler, Secretary 
of the Board of States Charities. 
It Is a very Interesting account of 
the development of Indiana's efforts 
In the field ot public cliarity and 
correctional endeavor during the one 
hundred years In particular that 
mark Us existence as a State. The 
record of that Commonwealth in 
this respect Is most enlightening, 
for It is a well known fact that' 
It has been in the forefront In its 
public social undertakings. 

A diagram at the beginning of the 
booklet shows the progress which 
has been made and the various In- 
stitutions and boards created for the 
work since its Inauguration. In 
1795 outdoor relief was begun; in 
1799 the poor were rented out to 
the lowest bidder! Today Indiana's 
administration of official outdoor 
relief is pointed to as the most ef- 
flcient and satisfactory in the coun- 
try. This Is due to the laws passed 
since 1895, when the reform of the 
relief system was begun. In that 
year a total of $630,lfi8.79 was 
expended for outdoor relief as a 
result of the extravagant method of 
handling that work. In 1896, after 
the passage of the reform law re- 
quiring reports and other regula- 
tions, the total for relief of this 
form amounted to |366,S66.69, and 
it has contiaued at that low total 
ever since, while the relief work 
has Increased in efficiency. Kew 
Jersey, North Dakota and Massa- 
chusetts have followed this Indiana 
method of relief. Four hospitals 
for the Insane, asylums for the 
blind and deaf. Institutions for 
feeble-minded youth and feeble- 
minded women, for epileptics, a 
general hospital for the sick poor, 
or^anages under State supervision 
and State license are other devel- 
opments of the public charitable 
work of' the State, The cor- 
rectional system has experienced a 
similar growth and progres.s, the 
latest addition being the State penal 
farm, opened In W15. The poor 
asylums of Indiana, while In many 
Instances deserving of improvement, 
stand ahead of those of the major- 
ity of our States. 

The Board of State Charities, to 
which a great deal of this progress 
Is due, was founded In 1889, and in 
1895 was given the supervision of 
institutions. Its work Is widely 
known over the country. It has 
brought about uniform nonpartisan 
administration in State charities, 
uniform records and methods of ac- 
counting, has introduced the merit 
system, has improve]! in a marked 
degree the business methods of the 
charities and has set inereasingly 
high sUndards in the care of in- 
mates. It has carried on continued 
supervision of the.se places with

England Is probably sorry now 
thai slie suspended the operation of 
the home rule bill for Ireland until 
alter the war. All the white parts 
of the British., empire enjoyed self- 
goveniment save Catholic Ireland, 
and yet after aneb unjust, treatment 
she was expected to ahed hef blood 
generously for those who bad almost 
bled her to death. 

The existing • Government is 
looked upon at powerful, but as 
neither Just, capable or benign. It 
Is obeyed as a huge superinru!ubent 
force, and many men advocate a 
tranquil lying down beneath it for 
fear the huge claws of the monster 
should penetrate the akin and tear 
the ribs; but as to any obedience 
of the heart, judgment of con- 
science, that is long since out of 
date and flown to the limbo of dead 
vanitiea. The result is tliat, holding 
Ireland only by force, England shall 
bold It so long as that force con- 
tinues, and for not one hour longer, 
f there was any tolerable nucleus 
of ftrength around which the coun- 
try could rally with a reasonable 
hope of success, or even of maUing 
a decent struggle, England would 
hold in Ireland no more than the 
measure of her encampments. As 
the Pittsburgh Catholic asserts, 
England may surround the Irish 
people with fleets and armies, but 
she has no more hold upon them 
than have the Inhabitants of Crim- 
Tartary.
